Gentlemen  and  Mrs.  Gibbs, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  71st 
report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  District,  drawn  up  in  accordance  with 
Circular  5/70  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Office.  The  report  contains  records  of 
the  work  of  the  Department  in  1969  together  with  information  relevant 
to  the  health  of  the  community  received  from  other  sources. 

Changes  in  the  structure  of  local  government  and  decisions  on 
principle  in  the  Health  Service  are  anticipated  with  some  trepidation. 

The  structure  of  the  British  system  of  democratic  local  government  has 
evolved  over  many  years  and  has  included  the  control  of  health  and  welfare 
since  the  appointment  of  the  first  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  Liverpool 
in  1847  (Dr.  W.  H.  Duncan).  The  principle  that  has  evolved  is  that 
each  community  must  cater  for  its  own  particular  needs  and  the  essence 
of  the  functions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  to  advise  on 
matters  affecting  the  health  of  this  community.  Accessibility  has  been  one  of 
of  the  most  important  attributes  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  both 
to  the  councillors  and  the  eleotorate.  Now  the  District  Medical  Officer 
is  almost  certain  to  disappear  with  the  creation  of  large  areas  of  control. 

A gap  will  result  which  must  ultimately  affect  the  people.  Control  from 
a distance,  can  only  be  impersonal  and  unsympathetic  to  the  'little*  man. 

Health  problems  will  still  be  with  us  and  the  work  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  will  still  need  to  be  done.  It  would  appear  to  be  so  essential 
o safeguard  the  health  of  the  public  at  a local  level  that  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  v/hatever  name,  may  need  to  be  reinvented 
in  the  new  administration.  To  quote  a recent  article  in  the  British  Medical 
Journal  a public  health  doctor  is  somewhat  akin  to  a lighthouse  keeper* 

While  he  is  not  there  seme  spectacular  wrecks  could  occur".

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proportion  of  old  people.  The  visits  are  necessarily  fleeting  but  it 
provides  a valuable  and  regular  link  between  those  who  receive  the 
Service  and  the  outside  world.  A small  number  of  house  bound  elderly 
also  receive  chiropody  treatment  in  their  homes.  From  a review'  of  all 
these  services,  the  general  standard  of  co.ro  of  the  old  people  is  good 
but  there  are  a few  who  consign  themselves  to  a life  of  virtual  isolation. 
They  seem  to  have  no  sense  of  belonging  to  the  community  which  often  leads 
to  inertia,  squalor  and  ultimately  frailty.  Those  fire  the  types  of 
whom  is  said  "They’d  be  far  better  off  in  a home".  But  these  people 
are  generally  suspicious  and  resistant  to  any  help  offered.  They  may, 
of  course,  bo  reported  as  needing  care  and  attention  and  subject  to 
compiuhsory  removal  under  Section  47  of  the  national  Assistance  Act, 
but  this  is  only  a temporary  expedient  and  it  must  bo  remembered  that, 
however  bare,  primitive  and  dirty  the  home  may  be,  it  is  and  probably  has 
been  for  many  years  his  or  her  home  and  private  fortress.  It  is  an 
infringement  on  personal  liberty  to  take  from  a person  the  freedom  to  oat 
or  not  when  ho  pleases,  to  lie  in  bed  until  noon  or  walk  about  in  the 
middle  of  the  night.  Is  it  reasonable  then  to  submit  him  to  the  regulated 
life  of  the  ’old  people’s  homo'?  Some,  it  is  true,  seem  to  take  on 
a new  lease  of  life  in  an  institution  but  a high  percentage  of  people 
committed  against  their  will  to  a hospital  or  home  languish  and  soon  die. 
One  should  consider  very  gravely  the  consequences  to  a human  life  before 
proceeding.  Our  aim  must  be  to  maintain  our  older  generation  as  active, 
interested  and  useful  members  in  the  community.

"Crude11  and  "Adjusted"  Rates 

The  tables  of  vital  statistics  show  "adjusted"  as  well  as  "crude" 
birth  and  death  rates.  Rates  of  births  and  deaths  can  be  considerably 
affected  by  the  age,  and  to  a slighter  extent,  by  the  sex  constitution  of 
the  population  concerned.  The  "crude"  rates  are,  therefore,  unsatisfactory 
as  a measure  for  comparison  of  the  birth  and  death  rates.  Some  form  of 
standardisation  is  therefore  necessary  to  make  allowance  for  the  age  and  sec 
composition  of  the  population.  This  is  done  by  using  an  area  comparability 
factor  which,  when  multiplied  by  the  crude  rate  will  give  the  local  adjusted 
rate.

There  are  three  choices  open  to  an  expectant  mother  for 
the  confinement  of  her  child  s- 

1.  Home  confinement,  attended  by  County  Midwife 
and  possibly  her  general  practitioner* 

2.  Maesteg  General  Hospital  under  the  care  of  the 
general  practitioner. 

3.  Bridgend  General  Hospital,  Maternity  Unit# 

Any  woman,  who  is  within  an  ’at  risk’  group  during  her  antenatal 
period,  and  any  woman  who  developes  complications  of  pregnancy  is 
recommended  for  admission  to  Bridgend  General  Hospital.  The  remainder 
of  normal  healthy  expectant  mothers  may  choose  between  1.  and  2.  above; 
they  may  be  transferred  to  Bridgend  General  Hospital  should  an  emergency 
situation  arise  during  confinement.

VACCINATION  & IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  against  Whooping  Cough, 
Diphtheria,  Tetnus,  Smallpox,  Poliomyelitis  and  Measles  is  carried  out 
by  the  County  Council,  and  for  further  particulars  enquiries  should  be  made 
at  the  nearest  clinic.  These  procedures  are  also  carried  out  by  general 
practitioners.  B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  done  at 
School  for  some  children  of  about  13  years  of  age.  A stock  of  request 
cards  are  kept  at  the  Health  Department  for  issue  to  members  of  the 
public  who  require  themselves,  or  any  members  of  their  family,  vaccinated 
against  Poliomyelitis,  provided  they  are  not  over  40  years.  The  latter 
may  apply  to  their  family  doctor  of  vaccination.  Any  requests  received 
from  a person  under  the  age  of  21  years,  must  be  accompanied  by  the 
authorisation  signature  of  the  parent  or  guardian.  The  card  is  then 
forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  at  Bridgend,  who  arranges  an 
appointment  at  the  Maternal  & Child  ’Welfare  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Maesteg. 
Measles  vaccination  became  available  in  1968,  The  rise  in  the  number  of 
notifications  of  measles  from  22  in  1968  to  131  in  1969  shows  that  only  a 
small  percentage  of  people  have  yet  taken  advantage  of  protection  against 
this  very  distressing  disease. 
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IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  MOOPING  COUGH, 
DIPHTHERIA  AND  TETANUS 


An  immunisation  programme  against  these  diseases  starts 
with  an  injection  at  age  four  to  six  months  followed  by  two  further 
injections  between  eight  to  twelve  months*  Immunisatic a is  carried  out 
during  the  course  of  the  weekly  child  welfare  clinics  at  Maes teg  and 
Caerau  and  fortnightly  at  the  Park  Site  Clinic.  The  response  to 
advice  on  the  matter  appears  to  he  fairly  good.  To  achieve  maximum 
protection  in  a community  80 ?jo  at  least  of  the  infant  population  must 
he  immunised  against  these  diseases.  Every  effort  is  made  continually 
hy  the  local  authority  personel  to  ensure  that  this  figure  is 
approximated. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 


The  immunisation  programme  against  Poliomyelitis  is  a three 
drop  dose  of  vaccine  administered  in  syrup  concurrent  with  the  whooping 
cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  programme.  Immunisation  is  carried  out 
routinely  at  all  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  National  Scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 
began  in  1956.  It  is  now  many  years  since  a case  of  poliomyelitis 
was  notified  in  the  District  although  parents  hy  no  means  make  full 
use  of  the  ease  and  convenience  of  vaccination.  I have  no  means  of 
recording  the  exact  number  of  completed  vaccinations  against  the 
disease  in  the  Area  hut  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  higher  than 
the  National  percentage  of  65.  The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  compaign 
must  he  maintained  in  the  vulnerable  group  of  children.  The  aim  is 
8 y/o  vaccination  to  give  community  protection.  Parents  are  constantly 
reminded  that  vaccination  is  simple  and  harmless?  oral  vaccination  ■ 
on  a lump  of  sugar  or  in  syrup  gives  a high  degree  of  protection.  It  is 
always  difficult  to  convinve  parents  of  a danger  with  which  they  are 
unfamiliar.  Parents  are  now  too  young  to  appreciate  the  scourge  of  the 
poliomyelitis  virus  and  have  become  complacent.  We  continue  to  hope 
that  persistent  education  will  prevent  them  learning  the  dangers  by 
personal  experience.

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY 
BODIES 


The  inspector  of  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  maintains  close  cooperation 
with  the  Health  Department.  A number  of  cases  of  neglected,  or  ill- 
treated  children,  are  investigated  by  the  Inspector  each  year,  sometimes 
at  the  request  of  the  Department. 


CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  occur  are  visited 
where  this  is  though  essential.  The  taking  of  swabs  and  immunisation 
of  all  contacts,  where  applicable,  is  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  If  removal  to  hospital  is  necessary,  rooms  are  disinfected 
by  the  Department  at  the  patient's  home.  When  the  patient  is  isolated 
at  home,  this  is  done  on  termination  of  the  illness.  Infected  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.,  are  sometimes  removed  on  request  and  dealt  with  by  steam- 
disinfection  at  the  Maesteg  Osolation  Hospital.

CITIZEN'S  ADVICE  BUREAU 


This  is  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon  between  1.30  p.m.  and  3* 30p.m. 
and  every  Friday  evening  between  5* 30p.m.  and  7*30  p.m.  at  the  Council 
Chambers.  The  voluntary  workers  giving  the  service  undergo  continuous 
training  and  keep  up  to  date  with  changes  in  legislation  and  developments 
of  various  social  services.  The  Bureau's  invaluable  work  for  the 
community  includes  advice  on  health  and  welfare  services,  hire  purchase 
agreements,  house  purchase  and  landlord  and  tenant  problems.  It  also 
arranges  interviews  with  solicitors  on  the  Legal  Aid  Panel. 
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MEALS  OK  WHEELS  SERVICE 


The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  successfully  launched  in 
June,  1969. 

The  meals  are  supplied  "by  Everest  Caterers,  Ltd.,  at  a cost  of 
3/-d.  each.  Applicants  are  selected  hy  reason  of  age,  infirmity, 
living  conditions,  cooking  facilities,  and  availability  of  help  in  the 
home.  The  cost  to  each  recipient  is  l/6d.  per  meal.

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INTJMhTlONAL  SANITARY  REGULATIONS 
TRAVELLERS  ABROAD 
CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION 


In  accordance  with  the  Regulations , s some  of  these  certificates 
are  required  to  he  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp  at  the  Health 
Department  in  the  district  where  the  vaccination  was  performed.  It, 
therefore,  does  not  necessarily  take  place  in  the  district  where  the 
traveller  is  a resident.  Most  certificates  dealt  with  at  the  Department 
are  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  cholera.  Certificates  of 
■vaccination  against  such  diseases  as  Yellow  Fever  are  dealt  with  at  the 
actual  centre  where  the  vaccination  is  performed. 

The  essential  part  of  the  certificate  is  recognition  of  the 
signature  shown  as  being  that  of  a local  practitioner  performing  the 
vaccination.  Particular  attention  is  also  paid  to  the  method  of  dating 
to  avoid  any  unnecessary  delay  in  travellers  being  allowed  to  land  ’at  the 
other  end ' . 

These  certificates  are  not  to  be  ontained  by  trawellers  at  the 
Health  Department  and  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  either  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  or  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  them.  A small  stock 
is  kept  in  the  Department  for  emergency  use  only,  as  travel  agencies 
usually  supply  them,  also  employers  who  are  engaging  people  for  work 
abroad.  The  traveller  himself,  can  obtain  them  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  direct  if  unable  to  get  them  elsewhere.

PROBLEM  FAMILIES 


Occasionally  during  the  year,  several  families  with  domestic 
problems  were  again  referred  to  the  Welfare  Services  Department  of 
Bridgend  by  my-self  and  the  Health  Department  Staff.  These  were, 
in  the  main,  cases  of  people  who  came  to  enquire  at  the  Office  for 
accommodation,  following  notices  to  quit  being  given.  The  Office

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Posters  continue  to  be  displayed  on  Council  and  other  premises, 
drawing  attention  cbf  the  public  to  litter.  Posters  have  also  been 
displayed  in  connection  between  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Throughout  the  year,  from  time  to  time,  various  posters  are  distributed 
to  restaurants  and  cafes  in  the  area,  calling  attention  to  the  safeguards 
necessary  to  avoid  food  poisoning.  The  co-operation  of  the  local  press  is 
acknowledged  in  publicising  the  views  of  the  Department  in  theoo  matters.

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SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  souce  of  water  to  the  Garth  pool  is  the  'Cordin'  part  of 
the  river  at  Garth.  The  water  is  drained  annually  before  the  season  commences® 
Treatment  is  by  pressure  filtration  and  chlorination.  Water  turn-over 
takes  six  hours. 


Garth  pool  is  30  yard  x 12  yards  with  a maximum  depth  of  6' 
and  its  capacity  is  86,000  gallons.  The  pool  has  a life  belt  and 
emergency  pole.  The  environs  of  the  pool  are  inadequate  in  area,  and  have 
foot  baths  e,nd  cubicles  for  changing. 

The  Maesteg  indoor  heated  pool  was  opened  in  1969*  The 
original  open-air  pool,  contructed  in  1938  measured  130'  x 40‘  with  depths 
from  2' 9"  to  8' 6".  Conversion  to  a heated  indoor  pool  gives  a main 
recreational  pool  of  82'  x 40’  and  3’ 9"  to  5' 9"  deep  and  a learners  pool  of 
30 ' x 40’  and  2 '9"  to  3'0"  deep.  The  respective  capacities  of  the  pools 
are  108,000  and  22,500  gallons.  The  main  pool,  being  25  metres  in  length 
may  be  used  for  racing  events  under  A.S.A.  rules.  The  height  of  the 
building  is  16 ' at  the  ridge  and  12'  at  the  eaves. 

The  original  entrance  hall,  pay  desk,  ladies  and  gents  changing 
rooms,  etc.  have  been  retained  and  the  remaining  area,  covered  to  provide, 
in  addition  to  the  pools,  a cafetaris  and  spectators  area. 


Heating  is  by  means  of  two  Beeston  solid  fuel  boilers,  each  rating  ae- 
rating at  1,000,000  B.T.U./hour  and  providing  primary  water  heating  at  180  F. 


Fan  convectors  and  fresh  air  inlets  in  the  pool  hall  and 
radiators  elsewhere  maintain  the  various  rooms  at  tho  following  temperatures 
when  the  outside  temperature  is  30  F.

The  summer  months  of  1919  saw  a shortage  of  water  and  the  risks 
of  local  intermittent  pollution  of  the  sources  of  supply.  Advice  was 
given  on  the  need  for  a scheme  of  filtration  to  minimise  contamination. 

An  extention  of  the  Sewage  disposal  works  was  considered  an  urgent  necessity 
as  was  the  provision  of  a public  abattoir. 

Housing  accomodation  presented  a very  serious  problem  in  1919* 
dwelling  houses  were  built  in  1918  ar  1919  whereas  the  average  annual 
increase  in  houses  prior  to  1914  was  185.  ^he  census  taken  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  the  year  revealed  a 5*056  as  the  total  number  of  houses 
for  a population  of  29,559-  More  than  one  family  lived  in  714  of  these 
houses  and  101  houses  were  found  to  be  overcrowded  on  the  basis  of  being 
■enanted  by  more  than  two  persons  per  room.  The  number  of  persons  affected 
by  this  overcrowding  was  1,167. 


The  chief  epidemic  disease  during  1919  was  diphtheria.  There  were 
1?6  cases  two  thirds  of  which  were  notified  from  the  Caerau  Ward.  Other 
prevalent  diseases  were  measles  (91  notifications),  scarlet  fever  (82 
notifications)  and  pneumonia  (46  notifications).  Caerau  Ward  appears  to  have 
suffered  most  seriously  from  infectious  diseases  with  184  not if icationss 
of  the  total  574.  Tuberculosis  was  also  a cause  for  concern  with  55  cases 
notified  and  27  deaths. 


Only  one  house  was  closed  as  unfit  and  dangerous  for  human  habitation 
inner  Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909.  This  was 
p Bridgend  Road,  Maes teg. 

Two  successful  prosecutions  wore  taken  against  fishmongers  for  selling 
■.1.  '.'hole some  fish,  and  fines  of  £2  and  £5  were  imposed.
